BOSTON ELECTS A. DEMOCRAT. 


Quincy Is Again Chosen Mayor ‘Over 
Curtis, Republican. 

Boston, Mass.. December 21.—Mayor Jo- 
siah Quincy, democrat, was re-elected to- 
day by a decreased plurality oyer ex-Mayor 
Curtis, his opponent of two years ago, al- 
though the city went republican at. the 
state election last month. 

The attempt to split the democratic vote 
in the city by vigorous work on the part 
of Thomas Riley, running as a silver demo- 
crat, proved fut'le. H's rallies were crowd- 
ed and his audiences apparently intensely 
loyal, but less than 3,000 voters supported 
him at the polls, the democrats, as a rule, 
remaining loyal to Quincy. 

The total vote was but little more than 
that of two years ago, when the registra- 
tion was 91,483, against 192,480 for the pres- 
ent election. The total vote for mayor, 
with one precinct missing, is as follows:

Curtis, republican, 36,741. 
Riley, Bryan democrat, 2,885.

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Daughter of ex-Secretary of the 
Navy, Demented, Kills Herself 
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Melanchoila Results from an Illness 
Produced by Aceldent, 
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SHE WAS CLOSELY WATCHEDBYAURSES 
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Had Cut an Artery in Her Wrist and 
Was Bleeding to Death When She 
Jumped—-Her Body Will Be 
Taken to Alabama for 
Burial. 


Washington, December 21.—(Special.)—One 
of the most shocking tragedies ever en- 
acted here was the suicide this morning of 
Miss Leila Herbert, daughter of ex-Sec- 
retary Hilary A. Herbert, of Alabama. 

Miss Herbert, in a fit of temporary in- 
sanity, brought on by long continued ill- 
ness, jumped from the third stery window 
of the family residence on New Hampshire 
avenue and received injuries from which 
she die@ shortly after. 

There can be no doubt of Miss Herbert’s 
intention to kill herself. Last September 
she was injured by being thrown from a 
horse. Since then she has been an invalid 
and latterly has been the victim of in- 
tense melancholy. Though she was im- 
proving in general health, she has talked 
of suicide on one or two occasions and has 
been closely watched, but has seemed 
brighter during the past few days. Indeed, 
so much brighter that the members of the 
family felt more encouraged at her condi- 
tion than in some time. 

After she had breakfisted this morning, 
Mrs. Ben Micou, the yo tnger sister of Miss 
Herbert, the elder Mre Micou, who is the 
mother of Mr. Micou, a d the trained nurse 
who had been employed for two weeka past, 
were in (Miss Herbert's room. “The latter 
was Walking up and <qwn and conversing 
in an. ordinary manne? sien she continued 
her walk out into the rear room. 

From this room. a double window looks 
out upon the narrow strip of yard running 
back. The windews were each about two 
feet wide, and when raised the sashes were 
probably three feet above the sill. : 

Out of one of these windows Miss Her- 
bert jumped. She gave no warning to the 
occupants of the front room. No one saw 
her take the fatal leap. 

The distance from the window sill to the 
asphalt paved yard below is about forty 
feet. When help reached her she appeared 
to be still breathing, but was unconscious. 
She was carried to the dining room, where 
death ensued. Her body was then removed 
to the apartment on the third floor which 
she had left but a few moment’s before on 
her journey to death. 

The suddenness of the tragedy made it 
all’ the more awful and appalling for tho3e 
so devoted to her. Her sister was pros- 
trated by the calamity, and the e!der Mrs. 
Micou was deeply affected. Ex-Secretary 
Herbert, the devoted father of the dead 
girl, was absent from the city; being on his 
way back from’ Montgomery and Atlanta, 
where he had been on business. He reach- 
ed here tonight. 

‘Miss Herbert, like the rest of the family, 
was well aware of her father’s intended re- 
turn. While it was learned that her health 
had given the family much concern lately, 
it was not thought. for a single moment 
that she ‘would go anything to even further 
endanger it, much Jess take her own life. 
That she was suffering from melancholy 
for some ‘time past. has been apparent, but 
with the attention shé-was receiving it was 
thought to be merely a passing form of the 
disease. 

The old colored servants, who were de- 
votedly attached to their mistress, said to- 
day to sympathizing friends of the family, 
who called, that .Miss;Leila was really 
sweeter than ever lately, and every day 
grew brighter and more cheerful since 
her strength began to return: 

During the early part of her fllness she 
suffered excruciating pain,~but iately hai 
nothing at all to complaim of on that 
seore. As she required, however, continual 
care and attent.on, @ trained nui‘se has 
been in attehdance upon her for the last 
fortnight. 

‘Miss Herbert was .the eldest daughter 
of ex-Secretary Herbert and presided in 
his home here since the death of his wife. 
As a cabinet lady of the last administra- 
tion she became widely known in this 
city, and in fact throughout the country. 

She was regarded as one of the belles 
of Alabama and Was pariiculariy well 
known in Atlanta, where she had often

Manufacturers’ Committee Hold a Long 
Formal Session. 


SOUTH IS REFERRED TO OFTEN 


Fall River Mills Are Unable, They 
Say, To Compete with Others. 


LABOR LAWS ARE BLAMED an 


Reduction of Wages Is Insisted Upon 
and the Employees Are Inclined 
To Resist. 


Fall River, Mass., December 21.—After an 
informal discussion lasting nearly ail of 
the forenoon a formal meeting of the man- 
ufacturers’ committee was held this after- 
noon and the answer to the operatives’ 
proposition was framed. It recites the con- , 
ditions affecting the industry in Fall River | 
and ‘the reasons for the proposed reduction |; 
of -wages. 

The answer says in part: “The manu- | 
facturers have carefully considered the 
three propositions submitted to them by. 
the representatives of the various labor 
organizations. As you very well know, the 
cotton mills in Fall River find confronting 
them a condition of things which, to say , 
the least, is startling, and the condition 
of the cotton cloth trade is h that the 
mills in Fall River find it impossible to dis- 
pose of their output at such pfiices as will 
admit of any return whatever-on the capi- 
tal invested. The competition which Fall 
River mills have to meet has been brought 
about in part by the philanthropy which’ 
the good people of Massachusetts have ever 
shown ‘towards those of her citizens who |! 
hdV¥e appeared to need her sympathy. . 

“The hours of labor in Massachusetts 
have been shortened more than in neigh- 
boring states and more than her manufac- 
turers can stand. While such laws appa- 
rently relieved the burdens of the opera- 
tives: in the factories; they have really 
worked to their financial dfsaavantage, be- 
cause such laws have induced undue com- 
petition outside of Massachusetts. where , 
hours of labor are longer and where every 
inducement is offered capitalists to invest. 

“The south has modern mills containing 
most improved machinery and a very low | 
cost of labor. Massachusetts is“handicap- | 
ped by the shortest labor hotrs;an ex- | 
tremely restricted legislation compared | 
with other and competing states. 

“We work against ourgelvés every time 
we stop our mills, with the co-operation 


of the rest of the spindles of the country. 


and in our op‘nion our competitors would 
be willing to join with us in curtailing 
production only when’ Fall River is able 
to manufacture cotton cloth at as low cost 
as is possible elsewhere. 

“The facts are that Massachusetts mills 
work fifty-eight hours per week and otHer 
states have sixty-hour laws f labor; the | 
southern mills run from sixty-six to seven- 
ty-two hours weekly, and in some cases | 
run day and night. The cost of labor in 
the southern mills is very much lower 
than in New England and they claim dad- 
vantages in water power, taxes, cheap 
transportation and cheap cotton, as well as 
in longer hours of labor. Their mills: are 
as good, but mo better than ours, and the 
fact stares us in the face that they can 
undersell us in the markets on account 
of the lower cost of pfoduction. 

“But reducing the labor is not all. Some 
concerted action should be taken to see 
if legislation in this state cannot be made | 
friendly to its industries, so tliat é¢apital 
may be induced 
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ditions, it seems to this committee that 
nothing is to be gained by putting off 
for two months more the date at which 


a reduction of wages should go into effect, 


and inasmuch as tne mills of Fall River 
have run during the past year or more 
under conditions so very discourag ng and 
unremunerative, during which time we 


; have tried the experiment of curtailment 


extensively, the committee of. manufact- 
urers feel that the situation is such that 
they must adhere to their decision that 
it is absolutely necessary to reduce wages 
in Fall River mills 11 1-9 per cent, said 
reduction to go into effect on the third day 
of January, 1898, as voted by the manu- 
facturers at a meeting held on the 8th 
day of December, 1897.”’ 

The sentiment of the employees is said 
to be in favor of resisting the reduction. 


‘MILLBURY MILLS MAKE CUT. 


Follow the Lead of Fall River Mills 
and Reduce Wages. 
Worcester, Mass., December 21.—The Mill- 
bury Cotton mills, following the lead of 
the Fall River mills, has posted a notice 
of a cut of 10 per cent to take effect on 
January 34. This was expecied, and the 
owners say they were forced to make the 

cut by the condition of business.

The first intimation here that anything 
was crooked was given by the arrival on a 
specia? train of O. M. Sadler, division su- 
perintendent, quickly followed by Pee 
Croswell, another superintendent, but these 
officials refuse to talk. 

The package conta‘ning $10,000 was sent a 
bank in Newberry Sunday.

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ANDERSON GROWS 
DRAMATIC ON STAND 


Cook, Who Kills His Captain and Mate, 
Takes Witness Chair. 


DENIES COMPANION’S STORY 


Defendant Asserts That He Acted 
Wholly in Self Defense. 


HIS RECITAL BECOMES INTERESTING 


‘Members of the Crew Are Introduced 
To Testify in Rebuttal—Con- 
clusion Today. 


Norfolk. Va.. December 21.—Rapid pro- 
gress Was made in the federal court today 
in the Andersen case, and it will probably 
be -onc.uded tomorrow, so far as the charge 
that John Anderson murdered Mate Saun- 
ders. of the schooner Olive Pecker, is con- 
cerned. . 

The day was almost entirely consumed 
with the hearing of the evidence of the 
accused, placed on the stand by his coun- 
sel to testify in his own behalf. 

In the course of direct examination An- 
dersen held in his hand the large marlin- 
spike which had been introduced as evi- 
dence. 
much in earnest. He spoke rapidly and 
waa with difficulty kept within the limits 
of the examinatfon, which was confined to 
the events of the day of the tragedy. He 
alleged that the mate was coming toward 
him with the marlinpin raised to strike 
him when he shot him, killing him to save 
hie own 2ife. He said he did not burn the 
vessel, but that Harsborough and March 
did, and that he exercised no force after 
killing the mate, but that all worked to- 
gether and no one Was cOmpelled to do 
anything. 

While District Attorney White was ar- 
guing against the admissibility of certain 
evidence and quoting from statements of 
the accused, Andersen became excited and 
at one point arose to his feet and attempt- 
ed to correct the lawyer, who sharply bade 
him sit down, ahd the prisoner, with an 
appealing look at his counsel, obeyed. 

The cross-examination of Andersen was 
begun at 2 o’clock. The accused said that 
when the first. shot was fired at the mate 
he (Andersen) was up on the forecastle 
house and the mate was below him on the 
forecastie” head. He denied that the cap- 
tain felt the back of the dog to see whether 
hot or cold water had been thrown upon 
him before he had struck him in the 
gelley. n 

Witness admitted that he had lied to the 
consul at Bahia as to how he acquired 
possession of the captain’s pistol, and de- 
nied he had stated for publication that he 
had taken it out of the captain’s bunk. 
Asked if he called the mate down out of 
the rigging, Andersen said he did not re- 
member. He denied that the mate said: 
“Bor God’s sake don’t shoot,’ dramati- 
cally adding: 

“Hie did not say it, for he did not have 
any God. If he had a God he would not 


have put me where I am today.” 


“That is arguing you haven’t any God 
because you put the captain where you 
did,”’ retorted the district attorney, as An- 
dersen choked back the sobs. 

When he had mastered himself he denied 
that he to!d the men to throw the mate’s 
body overboard; they did it of their own 


. accord. Further examination brought out 
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the statement that Andersen had asked the 
crew to take the vessel to port; he did not 
tell Harsboroug’ that he was in charge and 
nobody gave orders about lowering the 
boat. 

The cross-examination lasted about an 
hour and a half. 

The defense introduced Captain Walter 
J. Small, who testified that he had em- 
ployed Andersen for six months in 1895 and 
found him peaceable, well-behaved and at- 
tentive to his duties. 

John Asberg testified that he had known 
the prisoner in Sweden, and as far as he 
could remember his reputation was good. 
They were schoolmates,

Work Near Dayton, Tenn. 

Chattanooga, Tenn., December 21.—Two 
hundred and fifty men employed in the 
Richland mines of the Dayton, Tenn., Coal 
and Iron Company struck against a re- 
cent order of the cOmpany cutting the 
price of mining coal when the product con- 
tained a certa'n percentage of slate. The 
men claimed this was a matter with which 
they had nothing to do and declined to ac- 
cept the reduction. 


WAS CALLED ON TO EXPLAIN 


President Apezteguia’s Recent Utter- | 


ances Are Looked Into. 

Havana, December 21.—At today’s meet- 
ing of the conservative party over 300 deie- 
gates, said to represent 80 per cent of the 
wealth of the island, being present, several 
of the speakers insisted that the president, 
the marquis of Apeztequia, should explain 
his conduct and utterances as published 
in the newspapers of Madrid. 

The marquis, in a speech of two hours’ 
duration, satisfactorily explained matters 
and denied the accuracy of the newspaper 
reports published in Madrid. 

In all twenty-seven speeches were made 
against autonomy, all the speakers agee- 
ing that autonomy will not bring peace to 
the island, as proved by the protests of 
the members of the Cuban junta of New 
York and the recent death of Lieutenant 


| Colonel Ruiz and five other Spanish com- 


missioners who have been killed by the in- 
surgents. 

Senor Santos Guzman, a former president 
of congress, touched upon the patriotic 
sentiment of the Spanish people, and re- 
ferring to President ‘McKinley’s recent mes- 
Sage to congress, protested against it, al- 
leging that it was offensive to Spain, to 
General Weyler and the Spanish army, and 
holding ‘that it indicated probable early in- 
tervention, a “warning to a most haughty 
nation which will not permit such a humil- 
fation.’’ 

Senor Guzman submitted a motion, which 
was unanimously approved, expressing con- 
fidence in President Apezteguia and the 
executive committee. 


AGITATION IS INCREASING. 


Turkish Troops Surround Arabs Out- 
side the Gates of Tripoli. 
Tripoli, December 19.—(Delayed in trans- 
mission.)—Severa] thousand Arabs, who had 
been making a demonstration outside the 
gates of this place, have been surrounded 
by the Turkish troops. The shops of the 
city are close@ and the Arab agitation 

against the government ‘is increasing. 
There were disturbances on December 17th 
at Amerus, near here. All the houses in- 
habited by-Hebrews were pijlaged. Thirty 
of the rioters were arrested by the troops.

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Alabama's System of Oficial Accounts Is 
Badly Mixed. 


CHANGE IS NOW DEMANDED 


State Examiners Have Found the Work 
Crudely Done. 


GOVERNOR JOHNSTON TAKES INITIAL STEP 


Legislature Will Be Asked To Pass a 
Law Working All Officers 
Alike. 


Montgomery, Ala., December 21.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The Opelika News has made a sug- 
gestion that will commend itself 4o al) Ala- 
bamians who keep the run of public affairs. 
It proposes that the next legislature enact 
a law requiring all state and county offi- 
cials to keep a uniform system of books. 

Until very recently the practice in this 
state of keeping official accounts has been 
astonishingly crude. Up to. the time Gov- 
ernor Johnston and his cabinet went into 
office, it is stated that nothing more than 
memorandum books were kept im several 
of the important departments of the state 
government. These shortcomings have been 
remedied to a considerable extent, but it is 
believed there is room for still further im- 
provement in this line in the state depart- 
ments. 

The recent investigations inaugurated by 
the present state administration in the mat- 
ter of examining the books and accounts 
of the various county officers develops the 
fact that these accounts throughout the 
State are variously and wonderfully kept. 
Every office has a system of its own and 
the examiners have the utmost difficulty 
in most cases in ascertaining how ‘the af- 
fairs of the offices stand. Errors, frequent- 
ly matetial ones, are found in the accounts 
of almost every office examined and in 
almost every case they are found to grow 
out of a bad system of keeping accounts, 
rather than out of an intention to defraud. 
It is believed that, with a proper and uni- 
form system of keeping county accounts, 
two state examiners will be enabled to 
check over every county office in the. state 
twice a year, which would be advanta- 
geous, not only to the state and counties, 
but to the officials. 

Referring to the matter, 
News says: 

“There are sixty-six probate judges in the 
State and sixty-six sheriffs and sixty-six 
clerks of circuit courts, and sixty-six tax 
collectors, and so on down “the line. As 
things are run now each of these fellows 
has a separate and distinct system of books 
and bookkeeping. This should not be the 
case. The legislature should adopt a uni- 
form system of books and bookkeeping to 
be used and practiced by every probate 
judge in the state, and it should do the 
same for all other occupants of county of- 
fices. When the system of books to be 
kept by such officers has been agreed upon, 
the law should go further and require the 
state auditor to secure bids and get the 
books made as cheap 
the state, and then the state, through the 
auditor’s office, should supply these books 
to the respective county officers at the 
actual cost of same to the state. Such a 
law would save ‘to thé tax pavers of the 
state thousands of dollars annually.”

Chief Screws Writes a Letter to Mayor

Screws has written a letter to Mayor Clis- 
by, which develops some facts of intense 
local interest. 

Mayor Clisby demanded ofthe chief a 
few days ago an explanation of why the 
recent on Dexter avenue was not more 
promptly checked. The chief replies in 
effect that it was because only a very 
smali number, of the volunteer firemen 
responded and because many of those in 
attendance drank so much liquor during 
the early progress of the fire that they 
were not competent to work intelligently. 

The chief rezommends that fhe volunteer 
departments be abolished and that the city 
employ a paid depariment of thirty-six 
men. He estimates the cost per annum at 
$24,000, but suggests that ine decrease in 
the insurance rates would more than earn 
this amount to the citizens. 

It has been evident for a year past that 
the volunteer fire who have done such 
spiendid work for years, were losing in- 
terest in their battles with the flames; the 
old spirit that used to pervade is lacking. 
This is accounted for by the fact that con- 
siderable sums of money which had ac-

MISS DEKALB TURNS — 
STATE’S EVIDENCE 


Accomplice of Two Men Who Killed a 
Woman Makes Confession. 


SHE TELLS THE WHOLE STORY 


Husband of the Dead Woman Is Now 
Under Sentence of Death. 


OTHER ASSOCIATE IN CRIME IS ON TRIAL 


Mrs. Emma P. Kaiser Was Killed So 
That Her Husband Might Col- 
lect Insurance Money. 


Morristown; Pa., December 21.—The hear- 
‘ng of James A. Clemmer and Elizabeth 
K. DeKalb, the two alleged accomplices 
of Charles O. Kaiser in the murder of his 
wife, Emma P. Kaiser, on October 28, 
1896, took place before Magistrate Lenhardt 
this morning. Mrs. Kaiser was shot while 
rid‘ng with her husband on a lonely road 
near there. The alleged motive of the 
crime was the desire to secure $10,000 on 
her life. Kaiser has been sentenced to 
death for the murder, 

Miss DeKalb, the notorious “woman jin 
black,” went on the stand and told the 
story of her life and the plans of the 
conspiracy. Her story was of a startl'ng 
nature and most damaging to Clemmer. 
She told of a plan which Clemmer and 
Kaiser had agreed upon for getting Mrs. 
Kaiser out of the way. ‘This was to 
chloroform the woman and then set fire to 
the bed: .This plan, she said, Was not 


carried out because Kaiser lest his herve. 


Miss DeKalb told of several cdrriage ‘rides 
she had with Mrs. Kaiser; the majority 
of which were’ planned by Clemmer. Her 
description of the drive which ended in 
the murder was minute ard was atten- 
tively listened to. It is believed the com- 
monwealth will allow her to enter a plea 
of accessory after the fac, It is said to 
be imposs!ble to convict Clemmeér without 
Miss DeKalb’s ev-dence, hence the aban- 


. donment of the original intention to pros- 


ecute both as principals. 

In telling of the arive on the night of 
the murder, Miss DeKalb said that on a 
previous occasion Clemmer had purpose- 
ly injured himself so that he could col- 
lect the amount of insurance held by 
himself upon an accident policy, and that 
on the night of the murder of Mrs. Kai- 
ser she (Miss DeKalb) was {nformed that 
Mrs. Kaiser was to be shot-and slightly 
wounded so that some money could be 
realized on the policy held by her against 
accidents. Miss Wexalb said she and Clem- 
mer rode in a carriage some distance be- 
hind the carriage in which were Mr. and 
Mrs. Kaiser. The Kaiser carriage stopped 
‘n the road and she and Clemmer drove up 
to within a short distance of it. Clemmer 
alighted and went forward. A few mo- 
ments later she heard shots fired, and 
Clemmer snortly afterwards returned and 
they drove back to Norristown. They took 
a train for Philadelphia. On reaching their 
room in the latter city, Clemmer confessed 
to her thet he had killed Mrs. Kaiser. 
Clemmer told her that Kaiser held his 
wife’s arms while he (Clemmer) shot her. 
They Jeft Philadelphia the next- day. - 

Miss DeKalb said she was twenty-s’x 
years old. She met Clemmer ‘n Pottsville 
fn 1894 and they lived theréafter in 
Philadelphia as man and wife under vae 
rious names. 

Upon conclusion of Miss DeKalb’s _ tes- 
timony, Clemmer was committed for triaf 
at the March term of court. 

Miss DeKalb was also committed for trial 
at the March term.

Judge Speer Disposes of the Suit to 
the Satisfaction of All. 


CONTEMPT PROCEEDINGS ARE SUSPENDED 


“Judve Miller Makes a Telling Speech 


in Favor of the Defendant. 
The Details. 


“facon, Ga., December  21.—(Special.)— 
There was a large attendance of lawyers, 
spectators and others at the United States 
court today, Judge Speer, presiding, to wit- 
ness the closing scene in the case of the 
minority stockholders of the Progress 
Loan, Improvement and Manufacturing 
Company against W. M. Gordon, general 
manager, secretary and treasurer, of the 
company. 

The terms of settlement, as agreed on by 
all parties concerned, were published in 
The Constitution today. Judge A. L. Mil- 
ler, of counsel for Gordon, addressed the 
court in order to show why Gordon should 
not be punished for contempt of court. He 
argued there had been no intention or de- 
sire on the part of Gordon not.to produce 
in court the books or assets of the com- 
The sworn answer has said the 
pooks could not be found. Judge Miller 
safd the court had exercised the highest 
authority of the court and issued an at- 
tachment against Mr. Gordon, which was 
a severe punishment and one under which 
he and his family had suffered. Judge Mil- 
jer submitted that his client had not only 
done ample justice in the settlement of the 
case. but that he had been punished al- 
ready by the court. 

Judge Speer said: 

“While it is true as a matter of law 
that the original petition was intend- 
cui to coInmpei the deuivery to the receiver 
of certain books and certain assets, yet it 
ts also true that if in the progress of the 
investigation, the court has discovered 
from the evidence a contempt of its au- 
thority, it is entirely competent to exercise 
the powers entrusted to it in order to com- 
pel a respect and obedience to the authority 
or the law. 

“Of course every one must understand 
that the orders of the courts are not shots 
fired into the air. They are the exercise 
to the extent of the jurisdiction the supreme 


‘powers of government to compel obedience 


to those rules which have been enacted 
for the well being of all the people, and it 
is always a very serious matter for any 
one to be placed in a position from which 
the conclusion can readily be drawn that 
he has committed intentional disobedience 
to’such orders. It ws for this reason that 
I called on counsel tc: suggest this morning 
if they could give tb the court grounds 
upon which I could gratify my own incli- 


‘nation and withhold further punishment of 


Mr. Gordon. 

“In view of the very admirable statement 
of his counsel, I am very happy to be able 
to say that I feel at liberty to suspend the 
contempt proceedings at this point. I am 
that every man, i 
he has erred, should be given the place of 
repentance, but whether he has erred or 
not and on that it it not proper for me now 
to express an opinion. I am glad to relieve 
him and his. family from the great afflic- 
tion and suffering which they would cer- 
tainly endure if the case should _go forward 
to a conviction and senténce for contempt.’’

That of the Present. 
THE RICHNESS OF OUR MINES 


Hon. George B. Hanna Speaks About 
the Situation. 


INVESTORS ARE NOW ON THE GROUND 


There Is Great Activity in Store for 
Mines of Georgia—Means Devel- 
opment in All Lines. 


Canton, Ga., December 21.—(Special,)—Min- 
ing in Cherokee will take on new life and 
activity with the new year, and the output 


increased next year over that of 1897 if pres- 
ent ind'cations mean anything. 

It is a fact not generally accredited to 
Cherokee and to Georgia that this county 
and this state now lead in the output of 
gold, but of this fact your correspondent 
is assured by Hon. George B. Hanna, as- 
sayer of the mint at Charlotte, N. C., who 
was a visitor to Cherokee a few days ago 
for the purpose of gathering certain data 
for the forthcoming government report on 
the mineral resources and development of 
this section. He says this immediate sec- 
tion has never had justice done it, and he 
expressed surprise to find our resources 
and advantages as great and developments 
so far edvanced. He thinks there is a 
great future for all ‘this part of the mineral 
belt. ’ 

Investors on the Ground. 

Today David J. Telfair, of Atianta, and 
M. F. Hart, of Olean, N. Y., were here to 
perfect Xtles and have same put on record 
to certain properties in this county, which 
their company will at once bégin to work. 
They have bought from Major Thomas D. 
Evans 136 acres adjoining the Cox and 
Bell gold mines, in southwest Cherokee, and 
have options on several hundred other 
acres of lands both east and west of this 
property, expecting to buy and work same, 
after which they will go to other noted 
properties in the county. The company is 
the American Electrolytic Extraction Com- 
pany and the process by which the gold, 
silver, copper, etc., is extracted from the 
earth only below water level is something 
new for this section, but success is claimed 
for the process where it has been tried in 
south Africa, New Mexico and elsewhere. 
The plant here will cost about $50,000, and 
work on same will begin early in January, 
when the process will be watched with 
much interest by the mining world. Pres- 
ident Telfair has great faith in the pro¢ 
cess, which is ‘the result of his own labors, 
and he is hopeful of enlisting many others 
with him in this simple and cheap way of 
extracting the metal withovt the labor and 
expense of mining, milling and crushing 
the ores. 


Mine Stockholders Meet. 


A meeting was also held here by the 
stockholders of the Alta-California Gold 
Mining Company, and the company reor- 
ganized with a view to developing the old 
Putnam gold property and putting it upon 
the market. Hon. BEB. C. Wade, now of 
California, was re-elected president, with 
the following officers: Hon. S. A. Darnell, 
of Jasper, vice president; Captain C. C. 
Phillips, of Acworth, treasurer, and Ben 
F. Perry, of Canton, secretary. 

The Putnam igs one of the best known 
gold mines in this section. It adjoins the 
old Cherokee mines, now owned and operat- 
ed by General A. J. Warner and a syndi- 
cate from Ohio, who recently bought the 
old Cherokee from the Pope brothers for 
$65,000. 

The Putnam reine, known as the old Dan- 
fel Putnam property, has been in the Put- 
nam family since abgut 1840, when Daniel 
Putnam settled in this county and found 
the property then being worked for gold by 
the Indians. During the years 1841 and 1842 
it was perhaps most actively worked, but 
never have the veins been followed down, 
as no shaft or pit has been sunk below 
water level.

He then turned the 
gun upon himself, but the bullet merely 
touched the flesh, making a wound that 
scared Whitman more.than it hurt. Whit- 
man tossed his pistol away and made for 
the woods. Up to late aecounts he has 
not been captured. 


ALLEGED MURDERERS IN JAIL 


Mystery of the Murder of Aunt Kate 
Young in Quitman. 


AN AGED EX-SLAVE FOUND DEAD 


Coroner’s Jury Evolves Some Exceed- 
ingly Sensational Turns in 
the Case, 


Quitman, Ga:, December 21.—(Special.)— 
Aunt Kate Young, one of the oldest negro 
women and decidedly one of the most famil. 
lar figures around Quitman, was found 
dead at her home across the railroad in 
Negro Town yesterday. The occurrence ex- 
cited no surprise, as Kate was between 
eighty and ninety years of age. She was 
in ante-bellum days the family servant of 
J. M. Young, the father of Colonel E. J. 
Young, of this county, and for fifty years 
had been a familiar figure in this county. 
Everybody knew Kate Young. Her remains 
were this mornirg interred in the potter’s 
field, 

Later the sheriff and city marshal sus- 
pected foul play and an inquest was order- 
ed. The body was dug up and a post mor- 
tem examination made by Dr. E. L. Jelks. 
Dr. Jelks, after examining the throat and 
lungs, decided that Kate came to her geath 
from unnatural causes; that she died of 
strangulation caused by choking. The jury 
developed the furthér facts that the last 
seen of Kate alive wags on last Thursday 
night, about midnight, when she was in a 
quarrel with some negroes at her home. 
It seems that the house she lived in was 
what was once the kitchen of another 
house On the same lot, and was only a 
few feet from it. Kate owned both houses, 
and her son, who lived in Valdosta, mort- 
gaged them, and the houses were sold to 
pay the mortgage, and afterwards rented 
to Lena, Mary and Martha Butler by the 
purchaser, Kate could never understand 
all this, and insisted that the houses still 
belonged to her, and was on last Thursday 
night trying to collect the rents from the

Wade, an industrious old colored woman, 
was shot and almost instantly killed by some 
one hidden in the darkness. Wesley Wiggins 
a negro man, who it seems was the cause 
of the shooting, was hit on the legs by five 
or six buckshot. Wiggins was standing 
outside on the front porch when the shot 
was fired, and the old woman was sitting 


striking her. The man Wiggins is a strange 
negro here, and the shooting is a mystery 
which the coroner’s jury Tailed to solve. 

Sheriff McClelland was telephoned for and 
brought his dogs, but they failed to strike 
a trail and it is thought whoever did the 
shooting left in a buggy.

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THRILLING STORY 
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OF HEROIC GIRL 


Monument Erected To Perpstaate Her 
Memory. 


SHE rouagT FOR HER HONOR 


‘Death Came to Her Rather Than Sur- 
render. 


“DEVIL JOHN MOORE” IS LYNCHED 


One Cese in Which the Lynching Was 
Justifiable and a Monument Was 
Raised for the Victim. 


Elberton, Ga., December 21.-—(Special.)—A 
more pathetic story was never told than 
that which is related by Mr. W. G. Field. 

The incident is the heroic death of Miss 
Frances Heaton Woodard, to whose mem- 
ory a marble monument has been erected 
in Spartanburg county, South Carolina, 
with the inscription: ‘‘She Died in Defense 
of Her Virtue.” 

Mr. Field says: 

‘‘Volumes have been written on the lives 
and deeds of good and great men who 
have lived and died; of théir deeds of 
charity, of valor, of honor, of patriotism, 
of sacrifice, of success, etc., and by none 
of them has more been done to distinguish 
them for deeds of daring or of greatness, 
or entitle them to a more lasting monument 
than is Miss Frances Heaton Woodard (the 
victim of ‘Devil’ John Moore, of Spartan- 
burg county, South Carolina), who died 
in defense of her virtue. From a child of 
eight years she lived with, as one of the 
family, the clerk of court, sheriff, judge 
of probate, and the treasurer of Pickens 
county, South Carolina, and the last two 
years of her life with the family of the 
writer. My intimate acquaintance with 
her and personal knowledge of her char- 
acter prompts me to write of her. 

‘While living with ug an older sister came 
to our house to get her to go with her 
ang a younger brother to Spartanburg 
county, where they had some . relatives 
with whom her sister proposed to her 
that they should make their home and 
all be together, as they were and had been 
living separate the principal part of their 
lives. Frances entered a strong protest 
against her sister’s plan, but finally yielded 
and consented to go, telling her sister 
that she had a good home, was well satis- 
fied and did not wish to leave us. I told 
her she could remain with us ag long as 
she wished to and that I would treat her 
just as I did my daughters. She was 
honest, industrious and always pleasant. 
I met her at Hasley, S. C., the day she left 
the county, paid her $24, a balance I was 
due her. She was traveling alone and was 
afoot. She expected to travel twelve miles 
that afternoon and complete her journey 
the next day—something over tiirty miles 
in all, 

The Death Struggle. 

“On her way about noon the next day 
she called at the residence of the man, 
Moore, to get directions on her way. Moore 
told ‘ther of a near way through a large 
body of forest-timbered land to the road 
leading to her destination and proposed 
to accompany her to the road, as there 
was only a dim, unused trail way through 
there, She indignantly refused to allow 
him to accompany her, told him positively 
that he should not go with her, and as the 
proof goes to show that was the last seen 
of her, except by that demon, uritil her 
dead, robbed and mutilated ‘body was 
found by the buzzards. When found her 
money and jewelry: were gone. A reliable 
man who saw the body before it was re- 
moved, and who also took part in the 
lynching, told me that her dead, mutilated 
form, with her hair pulled out and scat- 
tered around and her elothing torn to 
shreds, was the most horrible sight his 
eyes ever beheld. All the surroundings 
went to prove most conclusively that she 
‘fought till she died.’ Suspicion at once 
rested upon ‘Devil John ‘Moore,’ as he 
was known, and he, when caught, carried 
conclusive proof of his guilt—of the strug- 
gle or battle he had been engaged in with 
her. 

His Death the Penalty. 

“The entire country turned out to assist 
in the capture and lynching of the demon. 
It was some twenty-four or thirty-six 
hours before he was captured. Her body 
had lain about three days before being 
discovered. Wihen caught he was carried 
to the ‘battle ground’ and there, without 
any disguise, in the presence of a thousand 
witnesses, he paid the penalty, which was 
heartily approved by everybody. She died 
among strangers, yet among friends who 
gave her body a decent burial and erected 
a marble monument to her memory as one 
who ‘Died in Defense of Her Virtue.’ 

“Who has done more to entitle them to a 
great name, or to a lasting monument? 
She joined the Baptist church while living 
with us. That wag one case of deserved 
lynching justified by everybody. Moore 
was a white man with a family—wife and 
seven children. The murder and lynching 
took place in Spartanburg county, South 
Carolina, in 1879.”

‘This is compromise No. 6 of the liquor 
controversy: 
Wholesalers may sell quarts. 
Retailer may sell any quantities. 
Druggists cannot sell at all. 
Wholesalers agree to pay ad valo- 
rem tax and $200 license. 


The foregoing is the latest from the police 
and crdinance committees of the city coun- 
cll. 

There was another meet!ng at the city 
hall yesterday afternoon. It was the same 
O11 story over again. A govd number of 
wholegalers and retailers were present. 
Colcnel Moyers spoke for tre latter. The 
wholesalers spoke for themselves. This 
looks like a final settlement of the subject. 
The retailers are not satisfied, but will not 
kick. Nothing now remains but for the 
council to concur on Thursdcy week. 

Judge Anderson, Chairmin Hirech and 
Mr. Potts, of the Potts-Thompson Liquor 
Company, held a conference in Judge An- 
dersen's office yesterday morning. The 
vheleselers presented a petition asking 
that they be allowed to sell by quarts, and 
waiving all legal rights of non-payment of 
ai valorem. Judge Anderson regarded this 
a@s a happy settlement of the controversy, 
ani so recOmme:ded at the committee 
meeting yesterday afternoon. 

Present statutes allow the city to tax 
wholesalers $8 registration and ad v#lorem, 
Or $20) registration or no ad valorem. It 
Was the result of this law that the first 
compromise ordinance, taxing the whole- 
salers $500, was knocked out. There was no 
way in which the city could tax whole- 
talers over $50 and collect ad valorem at 
the sanie time unless they agreed to pay 
the ad valorem and increased registration. 
The wholesalers have fulfilled this condi- 
tion, and now any dealer will have the 
privilege of selling quarts, whereas the 
former ordinance prohibited the sale of 

> quarts altozether. 

The latest compromise will also include a 
clause prohibitirg the sale cf iiquor in 
eonnnection with any ofher merchandise ex- 
cept cigars and tobacco. This is a death 

low to the druggists as far as whisky is 
concerned unless they take out a retail li- 
cenze at $1,000, which will give them the 
authority to sell any quant'ty from a drink 
Up, or a wholesale license for $200 and ad 
valorem, which will give them authority to 
sell from quarts up.

CYRUS TALKS ABOUT THE FUTURE: 


Zhe Grand Jury Will Present a Writ- 
ten Request This Morning Ask- © 
ing for the Respite. 


Tom Cyrus, the negro who has been pre- 
paring to, face death today on the gallows, 
will be the recipfent of the biggest Christ- 
mas gift that is bestowed in Atlanta. The 


more weeks of life, and this may ulti- 
mately result in a commutation of the 
death sentence, 

The red gallows was completed yesterday 
and the jailer announced that everything 
All day the drizzling rain fell 
upon the scaffold as it stood in the jail 
yard between the two somber walls of the 
prisons. But the gallows will be removed 
and again stored away, and it is probable 
that the red gallows, which has already 
c.aimed four victims, will claim no more, 
for it wil be abandoned whén the new 
jail is occupied. 

The governor stated yesterday afternoon 
that he had heard nothing further from the 
grand jury, but he expected a commuani- 
cation from them this morning, and if he 
received it he would do as he promised— 
give Cyrus a respite. As stated in yester- 
the grand jury called 
upon the governor and asked that the ne- 
gro’s sentence be commuted to life impris- 
Onment. The governor replied that he 
could not do that, but. ff the jury sent a 
written communication making an official 
request, he would grant a respite. 

Cyris was told yesterday that there was 
a probability of a respite. He was exceca- 
ingly pleased when he heard the welcome 
news. 

“I have been praying’ he said, “and I 
knew the good Lord wold hear mv pray- 
ers. You seo, I have been penitent and am 
awful sorry I killed the woman «nd am 
sorry the moment after it was done. But 
I hated to be hanged like a dog and | am 
Willing to go to the penitentiary tor life and 
work there till I die.’’ 

One of the police officers, who took charge 
of Cyrus on ‘tthe night he committed the 
murder and gave himself up, said last 
night, when discussing the caso: 

“T really don’t think Cyrus ought to be 
hanged. He is an ignorant negro and his 
hanging will not have the effect whieh it is 
intended capital punishment shou!'d have. 
Men are Langed for the sake of example. 
This negro killed a woman af bod eharac- 
ter and afterwards went straigit to the 
police barracks, and has been like a lamb 
led to the slaughter ever since. There are 
other murderers so much worse who are 
shown compassion that I really think the 
poor negro should be given a life sentence 
on the eve of Christmas.”

AN INSPIRATION AT MIDNIGHT 


Contract Is Unanimously Approved 
by Council Members. — 


MAYOR SAYS THE ‘DEAL 1S NOW SAFE 


There Can Be No Legal Obstructions. 
What the Councilmen Have To 
Say on’ the Subject. 


The new deal by which the city pur- 
chases the courthouse for a city hall with- 
out technical obstructions, seems to have 
met with the undivided approval of city 
council as is evidenced by the unanimous 
adoption of the resolution at the session 
Monday afternoon. 

A good number of councilmen were in- 
terviewed yesterday on the new trade and 
all were heartily inefavor of the same, 
Mayor Collier says the plan is a happy 
solution of the difficulty experienced in 
the old contract and will go through. 

It was in the fertile brain of Judge An- 
derson, the city attorney, that the plan 
originated. The city attorney is a strong 
advocate of the purchase of the courthouse 
for a city hall, and has been much _ per- 
plexed on account of the numerous com- 
plications that have arisen. He has given 
the matter much thought, therefore, and 
little did he think several nights ago that 
he was on the verge of a solution. 

But such is a fact. No sooner had he 
fallen asleep than he began to dream. He 
dreamed plan after plan for purchasing 
the courthouse, when suddenly the idea de- 
veloped that the city might buy the court- 
house on the installment plan—one-fifth at 
a time—without binding other councils. 
With this he waked, and serenaded his* 
neighbors pacing the floor of his chamber 
until daylight. 

The more he thought of the scheme the 
more he liked it. . For fear he might for- 
get he wrote his ideas down by the flicker- 
ing rays of an electric light from the ecor- 
ner. The next problem was would the 
county commissioners agree? Immediately 
after breakfast the next morning he called 
on Forrest Adair at the latter’s office. The 
county chairman was delighted. Then 
Judge Anderson tripped down to the may- 
or’s office, where he met the same encour- 
agment. The result was the midday con- 
ference between city and county officials 
in the mayof’s office Monday, the formula- 
tion of the resolutions, and the passage 
thereof by council Monday afternoon. 

What the Officials Have To Say. 

“It’s as solid as a rock,” said Mayor Col- 
lier yesterday afternoon. ‘“‘We have hit 
the nail on the head at last.

As soon as Governor Atkinson reached 
his office at the capitol at 9 o’clock yester- 
day morning he announced the appoint- 
ment of his three prison commissioners, 
all of whom were present to receive the 
welcome news in person.

The selection of Judge Turner had been 
anticipated, and caused no surprise. 

General Evans's name had never been 
mentioned, although The Constitution last 
Sunday predicted that the north Georgia 
representative on the board would be an 
Atlanta man. 

The appc'rtment of Mr. Beach created 
genuine astonishment, because he had per- 
sonally declared himself out of the race on 
the day previous. 

The Constitution on Sunday had truth- 
fully told that the governor would tender 
a position on the board to Mr. Beach, and 
the latter’s friends left town two or three 
days ago feeling certain that he had won 
his fight. 

But Mr. Beach seemed to think otherwise. 
At 5 o’clock on Monday afternoon he called 
at The Constitution office and personally 
requested the publication of the announce- 
meut that he was out of the race and was 
no longer to be considéred as‘a possibility. 
Further than this he dictated to a stenogra- 
pher the following statement which ap- 
peared in The Constitution yesterday morn- 
ing and is herewith reprinted:

Hold Secret Session. 


The fertilizer men met in room 204 at the 
Kimball house early yesterday morning aud 
were in session until 8 o’clock at night. 
The meeting. was private, and aside from 
the names of the officers elected, ile man- 
ufacturers would not disclose any business 
that transpired. The first work of the day 
was to reorganize. This was done by elect- 
ing new officers. 

Mr. W. A. Clarke, of Columbia, 8. C., 
was made president of the association, and 
Mr. A. D. Adair, of this city, was made 
vice president. H. M. Tucker, of Charles- 
ton, was made permanent secretary and 
treasurer. The appointment of the secre 
tary was made after a long discussion. 
Some of the manufacturers did not want 
to keep a man regularly employed with the 
work of the association, but the majority 
decided that to carry out the purposes of 
the association it would be necessary to 
keep up a regular organization. 

What was done in the matter of fertilizer 
rates is a mystery. The members of the 
association refused to tell whether this 
matter was considered, but all said that no 
agreement 
would be affected, 


To Blacklist Bad Customers. 


One matter of im»yortance which was 
passed upon was the regulations regarding 
the blacklisting of purchasers who do not 
pay their-debts. It was decided to Keep a 
record of all men or firms that fail to pay 
promptly, and to furnish each other with 
a list of these bad debtors, 

The Blalock fertilizer bill, which went in- 
to effect last night, came in for a large, 
vociferous kick from the.guano men. This 
bill provides that there shall be but three 
grades of fertilizers, to be known as high 


grade, standard grade and low grade; that } 


on every sack shall be plainly stamped the 
grade to which the contents belong. The 
bill further provides that high grade fer- 
tilizer shall have not less than 14 per: cent 
of plant food; that standard grade shall 
have not less than 12 per cent, and low 
grade not less than 10 per cent. The ma- 
jority of the visiting fertilizer men were 
unaware that this bill had passed, and quite 
a sensation was sprung in the afternoon 
when the matter came yp for considera- 
tion. 

A committee was at once appointed to 
see Governor Atkinson, but the committee- 
men found that they were too late, as the 
governor had signed the bill yesterday 
morn'ng. 

This brought consternation into the ranks 
of the guano men. They had already pre- 
pared the sacks for ihis season's fertilizers 
and the new law made it impossible to use 
sacks that did not have the grade branded 
upon them. Some of the fertilizer men eaid 
they would have to get new sacks, but 
otners said they would simply put the grade 
ou the reverse side of the sacks in stencil 
letters.

THE INSURANCE FIELD. 


Governor Atkinson has approved the bill 
requiring assessment life insurance com- 
panies to print onthe face of their policies 
the anrcuncement that they are assess- 
ment organizations. 

Represcntative S&S. E. Berry, of Whit- 
field, ‘ntroduced the bill. Strange to say, 
the assessment people did not appear to 
catch on to it and it went along through 
the committees and passed the house cnd 
the senate without oppos.tion. 

On Monday representatives of the assess- 
ment companies went before the governor 
and asked him to veto it. The only ques- 
tion w.th which he seemed to be concern- 
ed was whether it was constitutional, Be- 
ing conv:inced on this score, he sigtted the 
bill, of which the following is a copy: 

“A b'll to be entitled an act requiring 
corporations do:ng a life insurance busi- 
ness in the state of Georg.a upon the as- 
sessment plan to print on all their poli- 
cies, or benefit certificates, the words,

As to Pure Flour. 


The statements in regard to the adul- 
teration of flour made recently by The 
Constitution have aroused considerable 
interest in the matter. We have re- 
ceived letters from consumers, and any 
number of letters from millers. The 
adulteration of wheat flour with corn 
fiour is not only admitted by the mill- 
ers, but there are those who hold that 
the addition of this flour strengthens ana 
makes more nutritious the pure flour 
made from some grades of northwestern 
wheat. 

Thus, while the addition of corn flour 
to the pure wheat flour is adulteration, 
it is harmless adulteration, and in some 
instances it adds a nutrition not to be 
found in pure flour made from certain 
grades of Dakota wheat. And it adds 
to the cheapness of the article. 

So far as we can observe, the millers 


who sift this corn flour into the wheat } 


flour have nothing to conceal in the 
matter, and some of them announce 
the fact on their labels or brands. This 
has been going on for more than twen- 
It was resorted to in the first 
place in order to give to the flour the 
tteness which consumers demand. 
‘When the corn flour is carefully made, 
it is said to be impossible for a chem- 


ods of analysis. 
“Therefore, from the evidence before

for the millers who engage in this adul- | 


teration to make the fact known on their 
brands and labels and to sell their flour 
at a rate corresponding to the cheap- 
ness of the material employed for adul- 
teration. If they spike in the corn 
flour merely to enhance their own flour 
and refuse to give consumers a share 
in the cheapness of the product, they 
are simply defrauding the public. 

But we hear very little of the offal 
of the glucose factories that is manu- 
factured into a fine white starch and 
spiked into the lower grades of flour. 
We recently printed a circular from a 
Chicago glucose factory quoting prices 
on this stuff. That there is a very 
lively demand for it is shown by the 
fact that the manufacturers reserved the 
right to increase prices without notice, 
The circular was sent to a miller to the 
north of us, who forwarded it to The 
Constitution. Have any of the millers 
gone into the business of substituting 
glucose starch? It is a finer and whiter 
product than corn flour. It is deleteri- 
ous? Does it add anything to the 
qualities of the low grades of flour into 
which itis mixed? ‘These are questions 
for the public to consider and for the 
millers to answer. 

In this connection The 9 magi co: 
stated in a former discussiow’ concerning 
flour adulteration that “it was doubtful 
if there was a pound of absolutely pure 
flour sold in the south.” The editorial 
referred to has brought The Constitution 
overwhelming testimony in demonstra- 
tion of the fact that this statement was 
too sweeping. We are satisfied that 
absolutely pure wheat flour is within 
the reach of every consumer. Many 
well-known mills have submitted testi- 
mony, the accuracy of which cannot be 
questioned. The product of these mills 
is sold not only in Atlanta, but in every 
southern city, and it gives ..se Consti- 
tution pleasure to modify the above 
statement. It was our purpose to put 
the public on guard against the use of 
flour which contained deleterious adul- 
teration, and that there is much of such 
flour on the - market cannot be 
questioned. It would be an _.in- 
justice, however, to the millers manu- 
facturing pure wheat flour, and also 
those manufacturing wheat flour with 
a slight admixture of corn flour, and 
offered to consumers as such, to'‘let them 
suffer from a statement which was feally 
more sweeping than intended, 


Southern Competition. 

With respect to the agitation which 
exists at present among the cotton men 
of New England over the rapidly in- 
creasing dangers of southern competi- 
tion, The Philadelphia Record, which 
clearly foresees the outcome of the sit- 
uation, observes: 

The south is already monopolizing the 
manufacture of the coarser grades of cot- 
ton goods, and is yearly increasing its 
output of better fabrics. The claim has 
been made by eastern experts that high 
grade cotton fabrics could not be made 
in the south, owing to unfavorable climatic 
conditions; but experience does not bear 
out this view. Small an@ decreasing mar- 
gins of profit in all lines of mill products 
will in the future tell wonderfully in favor 
of well located plants. Low wages and 
taxes, cheap fuel and raw materials are 
advantages hard to contend against. In 
cotton manufacture the south has all these. 
New England will, however, doubtless for 
a long time to come maintain her suprem- 
acy in the making of the highest ercde 
g00ds, and may, under wise tariff provis- 
ions, hope to broaden her markets. But the 
sooner the real situation shall be recog- 
nized and admitted the better it will be for 
eastern mill owners. 

What the Philadelphia paper is can- 
did enough to admit other northern 
and eastern papers are wise enough to 
see. The decrees of providence cannot 
be reversed, and the day is inevitably 
close at hand when the south will be 
wholly without competitors in the cot- 
ton industry. 
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“Robbing the Nation.” 
Under this bold caption The New 
York Sun devotes several columns of 


/its space to exposing the pension frauds 
‘which have been committed upon. the 


United States government since the late 
war. As the result of careful investi- 
gation into the facts of the case the 
New York paper announces that there 
are now on the pension rolls of the gov- 
ernment some 40,000 “survivors” ana 
“widows” who are not entitled to pen- 
sions, and that furthermore, in spite of 
this fact, there are still not less than 
078,000 applicants clamoring for help. 

In making this disclosure the New 
York paper is careful to state that its 
purpose is not to criticise the govern- 
ment’s policy with respect to compensat- 
ing federal veterans whose claims are 
genuine, but simply to call attention to 
the grievous outrages which have been 
committed upon the government by par- 
ties whose claims are not genuine, To 
show the manner in which the burden 
of federal pensions has increased since 
the war the New York paper goes on 
to elaborate details, and cites official 
data taken from the government’s rec- 
ords. In this connection it quotes the 
statement made by President Garfield in 
1873, when a member of the national 
house of representatives, to the effect 
that high-water mark has been reached 
on the pension rolls, and that from that 
time forward the pension burden woula 
decrease. But instead of decreasing, 
what has actually been the result? In 
1873 there were only 238,411 names on 
the pension rolls; at the present time, 
in spite of the havoc which death has 
wrought, there are 976,014 names on the 
pension rolls. In 1873 the amount ot 
pension money paid out of the govern- 
ment’s treasury aggregated only $26,- 
502,528; at the present time it aggregates 
the enormous sum of $139,949,717, and 
still there is no immediate prospect ot 
its diminishing. On the contrary, with 
some 578,000 applicants clamoring for 
pensions, there ig sure prospect of its 
increasing. : 

Since 1865 the total amount of money 
paid out to pensioners, according to the 
records of the government, aggregates 
the fabulous sum of $2,178,755,269. On 
the basis of the most conservative ca)- 
culations this amount will be consider- 
ably more than doubled before the gov- 
ernment’s persion burden rolls off its

In yiew of tDis 
disclosure it is claimed that thousands 
of federal veterans are drawing pensions 
from the government who are not in the 
least incapacitated for work, and who are 
actually earning splendid livelihoods. 

For the coming year the government 
will pay out im pension money not less 
than $141,263,880. Comparing this 
amount with the annual cost of main- 
taining European standing armies, the 
New York paper makes the following 
calculation:

According to these figures Russia is 
the only European country which pays 
out more money to maintain its standing 
army than the United States does to 
meet the demands’ of its pensioners. 
This is independent, too, of what the 
United States pays out to maintain its 
military and naval equipments. Alto 
gether it is evident that the war bur- 
den of this country is greater in the ag- 
gregate than that of any European pow- 
er; nor is it surprising that such pa- 
pers as The New York Sun and other 
metropolitan dailies should cry our 
against the manifold abuses which have 
grown up und@r the federal pension 
system, 
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The Observance of Christmas. 

We publish elsewhere in today’s issue 
of The Constitution a timely communi- 
cation from the Episcopal clergy of this 
city protesting against the desecration 
which is too frequently observed in cel- 
ebrating Christmas, and urging our peo- 
ple to bear in mind the religious char- 
acter of the event which the day com- 
memorates. 

As one of the most sacred festivals of 
the year Christmas should be religiously 
observed, and anything which seeks to 
obscure its religious character or turn 
it over to worldly excesses and frivoli- 
ties should be discouraged. In sup- 
port of this contention no argument is 
needed, for every one must admit the 
impropriety of celebrating the Savior’s 
birth otherwise than by observing 
Christmas in the most devout manner; 
and if riotous conduct on the street is 
unseemly and out of place at any time. 
it is most certainly so in the Christmas 
season. May this year’s observance of 
the sacred festival which is now close 
upon us be characterized by the most 
orderly and reverential spirit which At- 
lanta hag ever displayed on Christmas. 

This plea for observirig the anniver- 
sary of the Savior’s birth in the proper 
mood and spirit is not made on the 
idea that Christmas should be observed 
with Puritanic solemnity. Such is not 
in keeping with the light which the 
scriptures throw upon the subject: for 
when the angelic host announced the 
advent of the world’s Messiah they de- 
clared that the tidings which they 
brought were joyful. Mirth and glad- 
ness should reign supreme throughom 
the Christmastide, and the heart of every 
one should pour itself forth in gratitude 
to the author of every good and perfec 
gift; but there should be no disposition 
to mar the sacred character of the day 
by improper and reckless behavior. So 
far as the giving of presents is concerned. 
this beautiful and generous custom em- 
ulates the example of the wise men of 
the east, who brought costly gifts to the 
feet of the young Savior; and it fur- 
thermore interprets the spirit of Him 
who freely poured out His own life in 
atonement for the sins of man. 

Let every one enjoy the Christmas 
seasom fully, but not without due re- 
gard for its sacred character.

English in the Schools. 

Harvard university has been making 
an investigation into the methods of 
teaching English in the preparatory 
schools. ‘We have not kept up with the 
progress of the inquiry. It has beer 
carried on by a committee of very able 
men, and the result of it will be far- 
reaching. 

It is impossible to make reference to 
the matter without calling attention to 
the deplorable methods of teaching Eng- 
lish that are in vogue in all parts of the 
country, especially in our common 
schools. A majority of teachers -ap- 
pear to take small] interest in the mat- 
ter, but deal with it in the most per- 
functory manner. This, primarily, is 
not the fault of the teachers, but of the 
parents. 

It seems to be utterly impossible to 
impress upon the minds of parents as 
well as teachers that there is no such 
thing as written English grammar. Tell 
them so, and they respond by saying 
that they know of dozens of English 
grammars. Im fact, there are moré 
than ten thousand so-called English 
grammars, and no two alike. If a 
real English grammar were in existence, 
we should not have such an appalling 
collection to choose from. All that is 
necessary for the schools is a thin vol- 
ume containing the simple basis of such 
parts of English grammar as can be 
safely committed to paper—the bare ele- 
ments—expressed in language that a 
child can understand. 

But the trouble with those who write 
what are called English grammars is 
that they not only immediately become 
purists, and call to their aid the most 
execrable diction that ever got on stilts, 
but they want to bind the Engtish lan- 
guage and compel it to perform within 
the narrow limits of their own no- 
tions, and they put their diction on stilts 
because they think it is scholarly to 
do so. 

The real English grammar which has 
never been written and never will be, 
conforms to the individuality of every 
man who knows how to write English. 
There are treatises on punctuation, but 
no two writers punctuate alike. No 
real writer has any rule or guide for 
punctuation. Réal English grammar is 
far more fluid than the forms of punctu- 
ation. It cannot be taught by rule, bui 
must b@ imbibed until it takes the form 
of an insinct—until the ear of the mina 
becomes sensitive to the rhythm and 
melody that underlie the pages of prose 
printed before written English grammar 
had an existence, and that are to be 


fa- 
miliar with and become of 
that most necessary instrument of his 
education—the English language. 

The most depressing, as well as the 
most unnecesary road to a knowledge 
of English is that which goes by way 
of written grammer. 

Somehow the idea has become fixed 
in the minds of the people that written 
English grammar, with all its distress- 
ing and conflicting complications and 
with all its rubbish of pedagogy, is an 
absolutely necessary part of a child’s ed- 
ucation. And the teachers cannot ¢s- 
cape. The result is fhat not one pupil 
out of ten ever learns how to write Eng- 
lish correctly; and those that do write 
it correctly do so from an inborn in- 
stinct that is above and beyond the writ- 
ten grammar. All that is necessary for 
a child to learn are the parts of spech— 
and even these are differently named in 
different grammars—and common sense 
will do the rest, particularly if its mind 
be kept in constant contact with what 
is best in English literature. 

The real truth of the whole matter is 
that everything is taught in the schools 
except the very thing that should. be 
taught most assiduously—English. We 
are groping along toward an improve- 
ment in this matter, but the movement 
is very slow and unsatisfactory.

How Captain Chitty Died at Peachtree 
Creek. 


Editor Constitution—During the Atlanta 
campaign in 1864 I was colorbearer of the 
Seventieth Indiana volunteers, and during 
the battles had nothing to do but hold my 
flag and wait to be shot, and at Peachtree 
creek on July 2th, 1864, when darkness 
stop the fighting, I was surrounded by 
the dead and dying of friend and foe. The 
wounded were cal for water, and taking 
some canteens from dead comrades, I began 
answering the calls as best I could, carry- 
ing the water from the little branch to 
our rear, and when the wounded near us 
had been carried to the doctor’ station I 
continued carrying water to the wounded 
conpegeen eee in our front, as I could readf- 
ly find them in the starlight by their calls. 

As I was ig en for more water past a 
man to whom I had given drink, he called 
to me: “Yank, I want to ask one more favor 
of you.” I told him “All right.” He. said 
the lower half of his body was paralyzed 
and he felt that his time had come,. but 
he would like to see a doctor. I examined 
him, finding him shot through the center 
of the body, the bullet having passed out 
through the spine, fracturing it. I told him 
his wound was mortal and a doctor could 
do him no good. He assented, but begged 
me to try and have one see him, and I 
told him they were all so busy with the 
wounded at their tables in the hollow be- 
hind our lines that they couldn’t come. 
Then he said if I would lay down in front 
of and let him put his arma around 
my neck; that #f I could get up with him 
he could hold on, as his arms were strong 
yet, and I complied, etti up with him 
as carefully as I could and carrying him 
thus to the doctors. While on the way he 
asked what state I was from. [I told him 
‘Indiana.’ He said: ‘““Do you know a place 
called Plainfield in Indiana?’ I told him 
my home was three and a half miles north 
of Plainfield, and I felt his arms begin to 
tremble, and with quick voice he asked 
my name. I told him ‘‘Htron.’’ He ex- 
claimed, Oh, my God!” and was shaking 
so that I feared the would fall, and he said: 
“Little did I think then that it would come 
to this; that one of those little boys would 
now be carrying me here,” and then he 
told me of his visit to James McClain’s, 
across the road from my home, in 1856; that 
his name was ‘Calvin Chitty,’’ and I re- 
membered him; had known him well. I got 
some of the assistants to help me lay him 
down as carefully as ible, as close to 
the doctors as we could get him, and got 
the promise of one of them, whom I knew, 
to attend to him at once, and bade him 
goodby, to return to my task of carrying 
water to the wounded, but he asked me 
to wait, and then gave me a message for 
the wife and children in an Alabama town. 
so full of tenderness, and yet so explic‘t, 
that they must know juat how he was shot, 
that all might know he couldn’t help but 
surrender, for he said. ‘Some might think 
perhaps he gave up too easy;’’ that I felt 
that I was in the presence of an American 
soldier, and | promised him, if spared, that 
as soon as the war was ended I would send 
the message, and started away. He called 
me back and took me hy the hand, saying: 
“There fs something else: I never expected 
mercy from a yank. I ought to have known 
better, but I have so often told the men 
how cruél you were in order to scare them 
out from being captured that I had got to 
look for cruelty myself, but I want to give 
a token, the dearest to a true soidier’s 
heart. My sword and reyolvers are silver- 
mounted, and were presented to me by the 
ladies of our town when ‘we marched away. 
and they pledged me tnat no dishonor 
should ever taint them. I hid them under 
the little bush close by where you found 
me, and I want you to get and keep them, 
and when this war is over, write to those 
ladies that in my dying hour I felt that to 
be the most honorable thing to do.”’ 

I returned to the bush, but someone else 
had found them, and I never learned who. 
I was told the next morning that he was 
dead and had been carried off to be buried, 
and in the turmoil of the-next few days. 
and the excitements of the closing months 
of the war, I forgot the name of the town 
in Alabama he had named. and have never 
been able to recall it, but if wife or chi-dren 
or friends of that soldier are yet living I 
want that his dying request be complied 
with, and that they should know how their 
hero died. F. H. HURON.

The Swiss Referendum. 

Editor Const‘tution—Please publish some- 
thing explanatory of the Swiss referen- 
um. G. L. HAVELL. 

Jackson, Miss., December 15, 1897. 

Briefly stated, the referendum is an ad- 
vanced form of government by the people. 
Tt is in extensive use ‘n Switzerland and 
in a somewhat mod fied form in this coun- 
try. Certain legislation is proposed by the 
lawmaking body and the question of its. 
adoption is referred to the people, whence 
the term—referendum. If the measure is 
approved by a certain majority, which 
differs in the several cantons, it becomes 
a law. ;Iif not, it is considered as having 
peneived the popular veto. The referendum 
may be conducted as either optional or 
compulsory, in which case all laws must 
stand a popular test. 

Generally where referendum is in vogue 
the prerogative of initiative is also given 
the masses. ‘That is the right of originat- 
iegisiat-on, which they place before the 
councils of the nailon and which later :s 
decided by a vote of the freeholders. 

Many important matters are now settled 
by referendum in the United States. Such 
questions as the advisib.lity of bond issues, 
the Lquor problem and others are decides 
by the people. Many efforis have been 
made to enact the inftiat.ve and referen- 
dum into a national inst.tution, but the 
clumsiness of the system and its liab-Liy 
to abuse has witherto led a their deteat.

Bishop Dudley, ehancellor of 
the university and president of the board 
of trustees, presided at the meeting. The 
morning session was spent in routine busi- 
ness, 

At 1 o’clock Bishop Nelson tendered the 
trustees an elegant dinner at the Kimball. 
The luncheon was served in the private 
dining room and the bishops had a very 
pleasant time for an ‘hour. 

In the afternoon the trustees took up the 
matter of the donation of $50,000, which had 
been made to the university by Dr. Hoft- 
man, of New York. The unanimous opin- 
ion was that the money should be accepted 
and used for the erection of a new dormi- 
tory. This was decided upon and a vote 
of thanks was accorded Dr. Hoffman. The 
trustees then prepared resolutions of 
thanks, which will be sent to the donor of 
the money. if 

Bishop Dudley, Bishop Gailor and Dr. 
Wiggins, who are directly interested in the 
Sewanee university, said that last year was 
the most prosperous in the history of that 
institution. The attendance last year was 
unusually large. Bishop Gailor said that 
the university had just graduated the 
largest medical class that had ever left the 
college. The constantly growing attend. 
ance makes the new dormitory almost a 
matter of necessity. When the dormitory

LOOKING AT THE COURTS 
THROUGH OPERA GLASSES 


When the Savior told the ancients that a 
home divided against itself could not 
stand, there were many who scorned at 
the saying of the wise man; but time has 
demonstrated the fact that He knew more 
than they and all the skill of modern ar- 
chitecture and the genius of master work- 
men has not been able to overthrow His 
wisdom. This proverb about the house 
Was recalled last week when the unique 
story of the domestic unhappiness of Mr. 
and Mrs, Andrew Anderson was told in the 
superior court. The lawyers, always wise 
looking, sat about the table, and the judge, 
sincere and learned, presided with dignity 
and decorum, but the law and the learning 


truth told many hundreds of years ago 
when people laughed. 

Mrs. Julia A. Anderson lives at 248 Erwin 
street. She owns one-half of a big two- 
story residence at the corner.” Her husband 
lives at the same place, and like his wife, 
he owns a one-half interest in the house 
Tne, law says they own it as tehants in 
common; it says nothing about the Bible or 
about the hovse falling, but the proverb 
blazcd forth at the court hearing and the 
prophesy dazzled forth in realization that 
was unm/‘stakable. Here is the unique 
story of how Mr. Anderson, the rightful 
owner of his own home, the legal husband 
of his own wife, is shut up in one front 
room, locked from the remainder of the 
home as though he was under indictment. 
It is a story that is as unusual as it is 
unique, and while there is the ridiculous 
connected with the case, there is enough 
pathos to more than counteract the for- 
mer, 

When these two unhappy people married 
two years ago, they thought but little about 
quarrels: they never dreamed about the 
divorce court and it never occurred to them 
that they could be unhappy. When any- 
body is happy, what is the use to think 
about being unhappy? Nobody does, and 
why should they? But the young husband 
and his good wife are now very unhappy 
and the house jis threatening to fall. 

Mrs,.. Anderson said her husband ceased 
to live with her last April. She ts an inva- 
tid and she says that much of the time she 
has been quite ill and in need of the neces- 
series of life, which her husband failed and 
refused to contribute. He makes a good 
salary, she said, and since he did make a 
good salary she thought she should be 
paid alimony. It would probably have not 
occurred to her to ask for alimony if her 
husband had been a poor man. But that’s 
the way of the world. What Mrs. Anderson 
said was pathetic. It was the statement 
of her husband, however, that brought 
out the division in the house and naturally 
resurrected the proverb of old. 

Mr. Anderson said his wife had not been 
in want, as she received a very nice income 
from one-half of the house. He denied that 
he had deserted her, and claimed that he 
made only a sMall salary which would make 
it impossible for him to pay aiimany. 
even though the court should ask it of him. 
He said his wife took lodgers in her ha‘f 
of the house, and among those who slept 
under her roof was one Major Lee, a dash- 
ing sort of a fellow who dressed elegantly, 
a man of good appearance and one alto- 
gether pleasant and congenial. Major Lee 
was fond of Mrs. Anderson and Mrs. An- 
derson was fond of Major Lee. 

“When I would come home from my hard 
day’s work,” said Mr. Anderson, “‘my wife 
would announce supper ready.

Episcepal Pastors Say Christmas Is Not 
Properly Observed. 


DAY SHOULD BE KEPT HOLY 


Say That Christmas Festivities Tolay 
Would Shock the Heathen. 


T 1S AN OCCASION MOST SACRED 


The Pastors Yesterday Adopted Reso- 
lutions Asking That the Cus- 
tom Be Changed. 


A plea comes from the Episcopal minis- 
ters of Atlanta for a quiet and orderly ob- 
eervance of Christmas day. 

At their meeting yesterday the Episcopal 
ministers of the city framed a set of reso- 
lutions calling on the people of Atlanta for 
a reform in the way that Christmas is cel- 
ebrated. The resolutions are strong and 
to the point. 

Christmas, of all other days of the year, 
should be quiet and ordrly. It ip a 
sad fact that it is not, they say, and a .ong 
needed reform is being sought for by the 
ministers of the city. The following reso- 
lutions explain themselves: 


‘To the Christian People of At-anta— 
Greeting: In the name of God we appeal 
to you for assistance in securing a much 
needed reform. From the eartiest times 
Christmas day has been observed as the 
birthday of Christ, the anniversary of the 
coming of our Savior to redeem a lost 
world. By ages of such use that day has 
become identified with Him. It is His day. 
To honor it is to honor Him; to dishonor 
it is to dishonor Him. It is a religious day, 
hallowed by all the most sacred associat-ons 
and identified with the most cherished con- 
victions of Christendom. It ought to be a 
time of peace and godly quietness. 

“Christians have a right to expect that 
law and order will be maintained at that 
time, and that they will not be disturbed 
in the ce.ebration of the highest mysteries | 
of their religion. It is much to be deplored 
that in a Christian land people are often 
deprived of this right. Christmas seems 
to be, bevond all other seasons of the year, 
a time of unrestrained debauching; of 
beastly drunkenness; of open violation of 
all law and order; of rioting and bloodshed. 
Scenes are”often enacted upon our streets 
which would be a disgrace in any heathen 
land at any time. In a Christian city, upon 
the greatest of Christian festivals, they are 
intolerable. 

“This state of affairs ca!ls loudly for re- 
form, but the only reform which has been 
definitely attempted or‘ginated with one of 
our Hebrew citizens. We feel deeply that 
all Christian people should unite to redeem 
Christmas day from disgrace. We protest 
against the dishonor which is done to it. 
We appeal to you to unite with us in se- 
curing the maintenance of the same degree 
of law and order upon that day as upon 
other days, especially during the hours at 
which divine service is being held.

The Work of the Session, 


All the forenoon was spent on the ques- 
tion of the differential. Vice President Fin- 
ley made a statement of the case from 
the Southern’s standpoint. All the officiais 
present pronounced it a clear-cut, compre- 
hensive, forc.ble presentation of the case. 
When he finished there wag nothing more 
to be explained, for he had covered the 
case. 

The Southern’s proposition was broed {in 
policy and made every concession that 
could reasonably be asked. He proposed 
to give the Seaboard a differential on pas- 
senger business or.ginating as far west 
as the Mississippi river. The Lllinois Cen- 
tral and the Louisville and Nashville did 
not want to be involved to that extent. 

Then, as a compromise, General Passen- 
ger Agent Anderson, of the Seaboard, pro- 
posed that the line be drawn from Mobile 
to Birm.ngham and thence to Atlanta, and 
that a differential be aHowed north and 
east of that line, Mobile not included. Mr. 
Anderson’s remarks made a good impres- 
sion. He said that the ‘Seaboard did not 
Want to seem to be unreasonable and h.s 
proposition was accepted by all the roads, 

The deta.ls have not been worked out, 
but there will be a differential for both 
first and seccend-class passenger business. 
The roads beyond Birmingham, Montgom- 
ery and Mobile do not want to be involved 
and they naturaily wished to confine the 
territory w.thin moderate bounds. The 
conference committee met after the execu- 
t.ve board adjourned and the committee 
will resume its work this morning. 

A number of the officials left last night. 
Others will leave this morning. The meet- 
ing was thoroughly harmonious and the 
Southern and the Seaboard are at peace. 
The Seaboard will adhere to the tariff and 
will not pay xeessive commissions to 
agents. So Christmas will evidently be a 
happy one with both companies, for they 
havé ceased their hostil ties and their rev~- 
enues are on the increase.

was taken off the price today. Quotations 
trom London and from tbe German bourses, 
where this stock is a s»eculative favorite, 
showed that the realizing movement was in 
force there also, and theie were saies of the 
stock in this market fos foreign account. 
‘The statement of earnings for the second 
week in Decamber alsw encouraged the 
sellers with its increase of less than $10,uu0 
over the correspording Werk in last year as 
compared with increases of over $100,000 in 
other recent weeks.

Pacific Explorations. 


From Harper’s Round Table. 

The first Furdpean explorer who looked

It is easy to sup- 
pose that hs imag'‘nation pictured Lew 
cecntinents rising out of the vast expanse 
of ocean containing empires greater than 
Cortez found in Mexico and treasures more 
rich than were ever dreamed of by ‘he 
Incas of Peru, and whatever these m‘ght 

e, they were ail the inher.tance of Spain. 

ut whatever those dreams may have been, 
it is certain they were doomed io disap- 
pointment. In the first century that fol- 
lowed the discovery of the great ocean 
indeed @ good many of the adventurous 
ships of Spain sailed the waters of ihe 
South sea, but the.r efforts ended in fail- 
ure for the most part; the reports they 
brought back from their voyages were for 
the most part of sea—nothing but sea. Oue 
or two indeed discovered and landed upon 
islands, but not one ever reached the shores 
of the only continent that lay hidden in the 
unknown waters of the south sea. 

It is easy to understand their experience 
when we look at a map of that parr of- the 
world, for we shall find that a line drawn 
around the globe ten degrees south of the 
equator would pass through more than 
20,000 miles of ocean and less than 4,000 
of land.

YOUTHFUL OPPONENT CALM 


“Mir, Armour Sold; I Bought; Was No 
Battle—Only a Business Trans- 
| action,” Said Leiter. 


Chicego, December 21.—‘A° mere in- 
cident, I essure you. We are now 
préctically out of the whole inatter. 
We have a little wieat yet to deilver; the 
necessary bushels are ready for delivery 
when the proper time approaches for the 
filing of these comparatively small out- 
standing contracts and there is an end of 
the affair in so far as we are concerned.

I 
shall sell at a profit and that’s the closing 
chapter of my part of the story.’ 

These statements, coming from the prin- 
cipals in the December wheat deal, have 
caused much comment in board on trade 
circles.

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Shiewd Negro Green Goods Man Is 
| Found Guilty. 


USED MAILS FRAUDULENTLY 


Prisoner’s Smooth Game Was Abruptly 
. Stopped by Uncle Sam and a 
Jury Finds Him Guilty. 


B. E. Sims, allas A. B. Simpson, the ne- 
gro charged with using the mails for 
fraudvlent purposes, was found guilty yes- 
terday morning and sentenced to serve fif- 
teen mcnths in the government peniteu- 
tiary. ‘ 

He has long used the mails to promote his 
green goods schemés, and it was for this 
he Was sent to prison. Sims is the negro 
who escaped from the government building 
three years ago. His escape at that time 
was remarkable. He was in the prisoners’ 
rooms ¢rd when the officer was not looking 
he climbed over the transom and made his 
way from the building. He had been at 
large until three weeks ago, when he was 
captured in New York. 

The smooth scheme to catch suckers, 
which was cperated’ by Sims, was to write 
letters to men over the country telling them 
that he was a manufacturer of counterfeit 
money and asking that they invest small 
amounts in the business, promising wonder- 
ful proceeds from the investment. In all of 
his letters he would have the following: 

“The capital you require is $300 or more. 
TI guarantee you can make from $2,000 to 
$3.000 a month. The more capital you in- 
vest the larger your profits. Out of 300 
men, I chose you because I know you are 
not a man to betray a trust. I make from 
$20,000 to $50,000 a day in all denomina- 
t.ons. 

These letters were signed by A. B. Simp- 
son. He sent them to all parts of the coun- 
try and managed to catch a great many 
green characters. He was first arrested 
three years ago, but escaped. Since then 
he pas been living in New York’ and it 
seems has been having a soft thing of his 
business. 

The negro was located through his last 
plan to defraud. He sent a letter from 
New York to Mr. George S. Mays, of this 
city, in which was a bill of exchange oOR-a 
Lonion bank for $500. He stated that ‘he 
had bought the bill and wanted Mr.. Mays 
to cash it for him. The bill seemed to be 
thoroughly genuine, but Mr. Mays investi- 
gated before paying any money. He dis- 
covered that Simpson was the negro Sims, 
and an officer was sent to arrest him. The 
story of the arrest was very interesting. 
The officer who went for Sims searched the 
house and failed to find him. He at last 
found that there was a trap door leading 
into a loft. He tried to open this door, 
but a heavy weight was upon it and he 
could not lift it. The officer thought tnat 
the negro was standing on the door and 
he remarked in a loud tone: 

“T’ll just shoot a hole through the plank 
so that I can look through.” 

Immediately the weight on the plank was 
removed and the officer went up and ar- 
rested Sims. Sims will not be prosecuted 
for counterfeiting, as the charge of a fraud- 
ulent use of the mails was a superior crime. 
Judge Newman sentenced him to only fif- 
teen months imprisonment, but eighteen is 
the usual limit.
